QUIET AT EL PASO AND JUAREZ. 


Despite Alarming Rumors, Night OB 


Border Is Devoid of Excitement, 


WASHINGTON, April 
14.—The 


first loss of American lives in the 
United States expedition Into Mex- 
ico In pursuit of Bandit Villa occur- 
red in the firing on the American 
troops at Parral by civilians. 


The battle occurred at night, ci- 


vilian* opening flre on the American 
soldier*. 
According to a telegram 


from Carranza to his embassy here, 
"many deaths" 
occurred 
on both 


sides. 


Carranzista 
troops 
aided 
the 


American troops In restoring order. 


EL PASO. Texas. April 14.—In 


spite of alarming rumor* and consid- 
erable apprehension which was ex- 
pressed in some quarters, the night 
in El Paso and Juarez passed peace- 
fully. 


As far as is apparent on the sur- 


face today the Mexicans in both cit- 
ies have only a languid interest in 
the situation brought about through 
General Carranza's request for the 
withdrawal of the American troops 
from Mexico and the clash between 
American troops 
and 
civilians at 


Parral. The only noticeable excite- 
ment 1* among the Americans. 


At the same time tbe anti-Ameri- 


can agitators who have for weeks 
been spreading stories of the United 
States' intention to embark on a war 
of conquest 
have 
not overlooked 


their opportunity. Their first efforts 
was the starting of _a story In Juarez 
that hundreds of people had been 
killed in Parral in an attack by tha 
American 
troops, 
but 
that 
the 


"Grlngoes" had been defeated with 
heavy losses. 
General Gavlra, the 


Carranza commander, took speedy 
steps to stop this story by posting 
In a prominent place General Obre- 
gon's official account of the Parral 
incident. 
The people accepted the 


official version and what little excite, 
merit had been created quickly sub- 
sided. 


Today rumors of Impending riots 


and revolutions have given away to 
the intense interest with which the 
developments in the diplomatic sit- 
uation at Washington are awaited. 
Even the popular amusement of lo- 
cating Villa has lost its charm pend- 
ing the result of President Wilson's 
deliberation with his cabinet, 


ASCENCION, Chihuahua, Mexico, 


April 14.—On the deserts and less 
than a mile to the north of Ascen- 
cion lies the camp of the American 
infantrymen who are guarding the 
lines 
of 
communication. 
Their 


tents are pitched in the center of a 
little 
cottonwood 
fringed 
oasis. 


Around their camp Is a long trench 
ready for instant occupancy, while 
cavalrymen constantly 
are making 


their way up and down the motor 
supply route vshlch leads from Col- 
umbus, N. M., to the front. 


It is a tedious job, this guarding 


of a wagon 
trail in the desert of 


Chihuahua, according to the soldiers, 
who are members of the twenty- 
rourth infantry, 
a negro regiment. 


Only the occasional arrival of a mo- 
tor or a wagon train carrying sup- 
plies to the troops farther to the 
front, who 
are 
actively pursuing 


Villa, breaks the monotony of the 
task. 
An 
engineering 
company, 


whose brown canvas shelters lie just 
across the Rio de Janos, is the envy 
of the infantrymen, for they at least, 
are kept 
busy 
repairing the dust- 


filled ruts made in the road by the 
passage of Innumerable heavy truck 
trains. 


Of course, occasionally the silence 


is broken by the firing of shots. But, 
In the main, these only serve to dem- 
onstrate the 
preparedness 
of the 


men who are doing guard duty along 
the line. 


Even the town of Asccnclon, lying 


about sixty-five miles south of Col- 
umbus, N. M., offers no distraction 
for the soldiers 
Once a prosperous 


Mexican village, years of civil strife 
bave left it little more than a hud- 
dled cluster of jackals, bearing the 
marks of the town's experiences. 


Because of the order which has 


gone out against unnecessary firing, 
even hunting is under the ban. As 
a result the wild animals who make 
their homes 
on these flat dusty 


plains are beginning 
to lose their 


fear of the soldiers. A soldier tele- 
graph operator, dosing at his key In 
Ik* headquarter*, was startled by a 
rough tongue laid against his cheek. 
He awakened, so the story goes, to 
see a coyote, which had been stand- 
ing wltb it* forepawa on the rungs 
of his chair, scampering away in the 
darkness.

BERLIN, April 14.—What is char-

men who are dressed too conspicu- 
ously. The first victim of these in- 
structions was a young woman who 
was on her way to meet an officer.

newspaper reports, to wipe the pow- 
der and rouge from her face before 
being permitted to leave the station. 
In Leipzig prescriptions regarding 
boys and girls under 18 years of age 
are being enforced. 
They are for- 


bidden to enter restaurants and sa- 
loons except when accompanied by 
adults and they may attend moving 
picture exhibitions only when spe- 
cial programs for Juveniles are given 
and they must keep off the streets 
after ten o'clock.

Interstate com mere* 
commission 


statistics show that there has been 
an increase over 
the period from 


1817 to 1»14, regardless of any In- 
crease in the total volume of stock 
—that «there has been a very large 
Increase in the proportion that pays 
dividends. These statistics assume 
the total amount of stock to have; 
been 100 per cent each year, from 
1897 to 1914. Inclusive, and they 
show that proportion of this total 
for each year w«s dividend • paying:

LONDOX, April 14.—The war be- 


tween Germany 
and Portugal has 


centered attention on the struggle 
for Germany's last and greatest col- 
ony, German East Africa, now hem- 
rued in on four .sides.—by Portu- 
gal's African colony on the south, 
tbe Belgian Congo on the west. Brit- 
ain on the north and southwest, and 
British ships along the east—with 
no communication between the Ger- 
xcan colony and the home country. 


This is the chief significance of 


this new war, for there is no chance 
of a clash of Germany and Portugal 
in Europe, with Germany occupied 
in more important fields. And be- 
sides the stake of German East Af- 
rica, there is the larger stake of 
Africa itself, for these shifts of col- 
onies are gradually determining the 
future of a whole continent, second 
only to Asia, greater than North or 
South America, and three times the 
size of Europe. 


Togoland, the German garden spot 


in Africa, was the first to fall; then 


to Britain, and the continent of Af- 
rica will have her imperial domains 
pretty well established—England in! 
the east from Eg>pt to Cape Colony, j 
and Prance in the west, from the 
Atlantic to the Nile, v:ith spots of 
territory here and there—Italian, 
Belgian. Portuguese—but all Allied. 


The British military campaign has 


just opened 
against German East 


Africa, with General Smuts, the old 
L'oer leader, in chief command. His 
force is striking from British East 
Africa, lying just north of the big 
German 
colony. His early move- 


ments have been -back of Mombassa 
where Col. Roosevelt landed for his 
African trip. 
He has pressed into 


the German territory, taking villages 
and some strategic hills, and reports 
the German forces falling back to 
tbe railway. One of the German de- 
velopments was a little spur of rail- 
way across the northeast section of 
this colony, not far from Mombassa, 
and from the interior to the sea. 


The Belgians have meantime de- 


veloped their military campaign on 
tbe western flank of the German col- 
ony.
